The settlem ent th at marked the 
beginnings 
of 
this 
village 
could 
not have survived a week but for 
the spirit of helpfulness to others 
th at actuated those who founded it. 
Even with this determination on the 
part of our pioneers it was difficult to 
keep the small hamlet from disap­ 
pearing from the face of the wilder­ 
ness. 
Had this been lacking, nothing 
could have saved it. 
The rigor of 
hard conditions imposed upon this 
community in its early days kept this 
spirit alive. 
Everybody helped every­ 
body else at seeding time, at har­ 
vest time and 
a t threshing time. 
There were logging bees, and rais­ 
ing bees, and shingling bees. 
When 
a neighbor fell sick, there was always 
some warm-hearted woman from the 
next cross-road to come jn and nurse 
him to health again. 
The men got 
together and built the church for the 
old folks to congregate at on Sun­ 
days, and likewise they built the lit­ 
tle schoolhouse on the hill where their 
boys and girls were trained in the 
rudiments of American citizenship. 
The heart of this g reat big coun­ 
try of ours pulses in every one of 
our little towns. 
City Is a Melting Pot 


Our big cities are the melting pot, 
and the problem of absorbing into 
the body politic the foreign elements 
coming to our shores often bring on 
throes in our national life that are 
nothing short of political, economic 
and industrial indigestion. 
Frequent­ 
ly there are elements which cannot be 
absorbed, and then they m ust be ex­ 
pelled; deportation, such as we have 
had recently, was the only means of 
relief. 
None of these upheavals find their 
way to our smaller towns and cities. 
Here the development of American 
ideals and American institutions pro­ 
ceeds along the lines laid down by 
Washington, and Jefferson, and Lin­ 
coln. 
Aided in Raising Funds 


If there was danger th at we m ight 
depart from this path, as a result of 
the easy prosperity th at came to all 
the nation from the unprecedented 
development preceding the w ar, the 
necessities of war-time co-operation 
brought us back to it. 
The indivdual 
again became submerged in the com­ 
munity. 
His selfish demands had to 
give way before the needs of others. 
Red Cross funds had to be raised, 
Liberty Loan quotas met and the 
behests of the federal food adminis­ 
tration complied with. 
Often it was 
hard for the individual to do what 
w as asked of him, but there was the 
community’s quota to meet— so noth- 
ing remained but to combine and 
bring the community “over the top.” 
Lack of space forbids going into 
greater detail, but these brief refer­ 
ences will suffice to bring the point 
home to readers of this newspaper 
who are now brushing these lessons 
aside and 
patronizing others than 
home-town business men. 
The m erchants of this community 
have been trained to community lead­ 
ership. Their money is invested here, 
and they are vitally interested in the 
community’s present and future. 
It 
is their home, consequently they will 
make every sacrifice for its continued 
progress. 
W here Credit Is Due 
It was natural for them and other 
public-spirited citizens to take the 
lead in all the w ar “drives” dem and­ 
ed of this community. 
The favorable 
renown th at came to the community 
reflects commendation upon you as 
well as the rest, but the credit ought 
to be placed where it belongs. 
To stop working for the community 
now is to let the splendid edifice th at 
has been built up crumble and col­ 
lapse. 
It means ignoring the big 
lesson th at has been tau g h t by the 
war. 
Spend your money in the com­ 
munity. 
You help yourself by help­ 
ing your home city. 
Buy from your 
local merchants.

Prio r to the ex tensive u.se o f ho use­ 
ho ld appliances such as vacuum o r 
suctio n cleaners, the average perso n 
w’as unfamiliar with an electric mo to r 
and o nly knew that it had so mething 
to do with “this new electrical pro ­ 
fessio n.”

Fo r 
the mo to r no w Is o ne o f the mo st 
generally u.^^ed o f to o ls. 
Unfo rtunately energy o r po wer to 
do wo rk i.s no t always in the fo rm 
we wish it. 
We eat an<i digest fo o d 
to co nvert it into heat; we burn fuel 
to o btain heat; we use heat to o b­ 
tain light, etc. 
Therefo re when the 
electrical age came into being and 
electricity was being made it became 
necessary to find .‘-gme way in which 
to u.se this energy. 
One field which 
o ur 
preilecesso rs 
.saw 
in 
which it 
miglit be emplo yed wa.v that o f me­ 
chanical po wer. 
And thus came the develo pment o f 
tha electric mo to r to co nvert elec­ 
trical energy into mechanical energy. 
The ba.sis fo r the electric mo to r is 
the magnet. 
A magnet is an o bject 
with which we are all familiar. 
W’e 
have held them an<l witnessed their 
attractio n ffo r o ther magnetic sub- 
.stances. 
The magnet has lines o f 
fo rce leaving at o ne end, spreading 
into a fan shape and re-entering the 
o ppo site end o f the magnet. 
It was 
fo und that a similar field was .set up 
aro und a wire when an electric cur­ 
rent was sent thro ugh it. 
So it be­ 
came po ssible by wrapping a large 
number o f turns o f wire, carrying an 
electric current, aro und a magnetic 
substance, such as iro n, to increa.se 
the strength o f any natural magnetic 
field to large pro po rtio n.s. 
No w', when two magnetic fields are 
bro ught into each o ther’s influence 
they either attract o r repel, depend­ 
ing o n which ends o r po le.s the mag­ 
nets are presented. 
If like po les o f 
each magnet are bro ught to gether, 
that is the po les fro m which the lines 
o f fo rce leave the magnet in each 
case, the tendency will be to push 
away fro m each o ther. 
If o ppo .site 
o r unlike po les are place<i to gether 
they will attract each o ther and will 
tend to fo rm o ne co ntinuo us magnet. 
This po wer o f attractio n and re­ 
pul.sio n is u.sed to co nvert electrical 
energy into mechanical energy. 
The 
mo to r is made up o f two electro mag­ 
nets, o ne statio nary and o ne mo vable. 
The fo rce ex erted between causes the 
mo vable magnet o r the armature to 
revo lve. 
The po wer which a mo to r 
can ex ert is dependent—within the 
limits o f its design—o n the amo unt
